UTAH NEWS. 
— — | 
(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 


About a foot of snow in Provo on the 18th ult. 

Diphtheria has appeared in Ogden, and two cases have been quarantined 
by the officials. 

James Standing, an old and highly respected member of the Church; died 
at Bear River Bridge, Box Elder Co., on ‘the 18th ult. He was baptized 
in 1836, 

The Salt Lake Herald has passed under the control of a company including 
some of the most prominent and influential citizens of Utah. The capital 
stock is $100,000. John T. Caine is President of the new company, a 
Heber J. Grant, Vice President. 


A coroners j jury at Almy, Wy., have ed the cause of the 
fatal explosion in a mine at that place, and found that the unfortunate miners 
came to their death from injuries received by the explosion of firedamp. . 
They further found the owners and managers of the mine criminally respon- 
sible for the dreadful affair, in that they had not provided ‘the means for 
securing ample and proper ventilation. 

Mrs. Ellen Davidson, a resident of Logan, recently met . an accident 
that came near resulting in her death. A pin, which had become concealed _ 
in her underclothing, was forced into her limb just below the knee, and peve- 
trated a varicose vein. The lady bled nearly half a gallon of blood before 
‘medical assistance reached her, and, had not assistance been promptly ren- 
dered, she would doubtless have bled to death. 

A terrific snowslide occurred at the Empire Mills, about 3 ‘mile from Park 
City, on the 2ist ult, The avalanche struck the. residence of Mr. Albert 
Petersen and demolished it. Mr. Petersen, his wife and his wife’s sister were 
in the house, in their beds, at the time. The two first-named were killed, 
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and the latter escaped with only a few bruises. Another man was killed by 
a smaller snowslide, near the same place and about the same time. | 


The Utah Legislature have commenced the enactment of laws suited to the 
wants of their constituents, and the Governor is exercising his autocratic 
power in vetoing them. It is a curious kind of republican government where 
the Governor has the right of absolute veto! 


The patience of the people of Utah is sadly taxed by the outrageous and 
high handed proceedings of the U. S. deputy marshals in their efforts to 
capture supposed offenders under the Edmunds law. Ladiesare insulted and 
the privacy of homes invaded in a manner that would cause a revolution in 
any other community. One deputy marshal recently declared that he only 

needed an axe for a search warrant. It is strange that such lawless officers 
do not get hurt by some “village Hampden.” 

Mr. Tupper, superintendent of electric light works in Salt Lake City, had 
a narrow escape from death on the 23rd ult. While the machinery was run- 
ning at full speed ‘he attempted to connect a wire from one machine to 
another, when he accidentally touched a wire that was charged with forty 
lights, causing a strong current of electricity to. pass through his body. He 
was unconscious for two hours, and when he regained his senses, and as the 
electricity escaped from his body, his suffering was extreme and his contor- 
tions painful to witness, 


The Deseret News of the 19th ult, gives the following complete list of the 
victims of the recent colliery explosion at Almy, Wyoming, together with 
‘some particulars concerning them: “ Henry Cummock, fire boss in the mine, 
a resident of Almy, who came from Scotland four years ago last September, 

and was acting President of the Third Quorum of Elders of Summit Stake. 
He was a very good man, and leaves a wife and five children, four of whom 
are in Almy and one in Scotland. William Horsley, the assistant fire boss, 
Was also a resident of Almy and a faithful Latter-day Saint, holding the office 
of an Elder and acting as a Teacher in the Ward. He leaves a wife and five 
children. Frank Mason, a miner, who held the office of justice of the peace 

in Almy, and was also President of the Y. M. M. L. A. there, was a fine young 
man, and leaves a wife and three children. Enoch Thomas, a miner, was the 
son-in-law of Bishop Bowns, of Almy, and a worthy young man. He leaves 
a wife and two children. Robert Murdock, a miner, was a non - Mormon’ 
from Canada, and leaves a wife and two children. John H. Hood, a miner, 
also a non - Mormon,” leaves a wife and two children in Nova Scotia. Joseph 
and William Evans, the two brothers who were blown out of the mine at the 
time of the catastrophe, were Latter-day Saints from Cache Oounty. They 
each leave a wife aud one child. John Peak, whose home was in South 
Weber, leaves a wife, but no children. Ellis Gridgeman arrived with the last 
company of Saints from England, and leaves a wife, but no children.

WE will now consider the effects of the A Atonement upon that. portion of the 
human family who live beyond the age at which mankind come to a know- 
ledge of good and evil, and are therefore responsible for their acts, in the 
exercise of that free agency with which they have been endowed by the 
Almighty. 

In our previous investigations we learned that all 8 will be judged 
by the deeds done in the body, whether they be good or evil. This doctrine 
clearly relieves them from any responsibility of guilt attaching to original 
sin, in which certainly no act of theirs was involved. The Atonement meets 
the demands of eternal justice, and frees us from all responsibility in the 
matter. As no act of ours brought about the Fall, so no act of ours is re- 
quired to atone for it. We may lay it down therefore as a theological axiom 
that men will be punislied for their own sins and not for Adam's tranagres- 


sion (See Articles of Faith, 2). 
In this regard the Atonement of our Savior affects equally the whole 


human family. Not an individual is excluded from its influence, and in thus 


redeeming us from the Fall, it offsets its penalty, death, by the resurrection 
of the dead. As death is the result of Adam's transgression, so is the resur- 
rection one of the effects of the Atonement. Paul says in relation to this 
matter: “For since by man came death, by man came also the resurrection 


of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive” 


(1 Cor. xv, 21, 22). It will be acknowledged that the word all admits of no 

exceptions. The same idea is expressed by John the Revelator, in his great 
vision of the resurrection. After describing a partial resurrection, which he 
calls “the first,” and which is to precede the Millennium, or the personal 
reign of Christ upon the earth for a thousand years, he goes on to describe 
the great and final resurrection, in which he saw “the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; .... And the sea gave up the dead which were in it; 
and death and hell delivered up the dead which were in them” (Rev. = 12 
13). Words could not be used to more vividly illustrate the universal char- 
acter of the resurrection. Therefore the Atonement is unkrernal in its appl. 
cation to mankind in bringing to pass the resurrection of the dead. 

But great as are these results, the Atonement would not be perfect, and 
would fall far short of meeting the necessities of the human family, if it went 
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no further. When our first parents partook of the forbidden fruit they ob- 
tained a knowledge of good and evil. This knowledge has been transmitted 
to their descendanta, and is enjoyed by them in a greater or less degree ac- 
cording to their natural endowments, and the opportunities for learning 
afforded by surrounding circumstances. But we have also, through our 
fallen natures, inherited a tendency to do wrong and commit sin, and notwith- 
standing the power of resisting evil which we possess through our free 
agency, we often yield to the influences of temptation. So universal are 
these tendencies that the Apostle Paul declares “ All have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God” (Rom. iii, 23). If the Atonement has done so 
much for man in redeeming him from the consequences of Adam’s transgres- 
sion, has it not done something to redeem him from the effects of his own? 
The Gospel of Jesus Christ furnishes the answer. John the Baptist's testi- 
mony of the Savior was, Behold the Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world” (John i, 29). The Apostle John in speaking of Him says, 
“The blood of Jesus Christ cleanseth us from all sin” (1 John i, 7), and also, 
He is the propitiation for our sins; and not for ours only, but also for the 
sins of the whole world” (1 John ii, 2). In fact, the New Testament teems with 
evidences of the truth of the proposition that Christ died for the sins of all 
mankind as well as for the sin of our first parents. But while, as we have 
fully demonstrated, mankind are redeemed unconditionally from original sin 
by the Atonement, it is only by complying with certain conditions that we 
are redeemed from our own individual sins. These conditions are an obedi- 
ence to the Gospel of Jesus Christ and the conformity of our lives to its prin- 
ciples. A compliance with these conditions will secure to us the fullness of 
the salvation wrought out by the Atonement. Salvation and exaltation in 
the presence of God, life and happiness and glory throughout the never- 
ending ages of eternity, will crown the lives and labors of those who receive 
the Gospel and prove faithful to it, and endure to the end. Jesus says: “To 
| him that: overcometh will I grant to sit with me in my throne, even as I also 
overcame, and am set down with my Father in his throne” (Rev. iii, 21). 
John the Revelator was told in relation to the great multitude of the re- 
deemed which he saw in vision: “These are they which came out of great 
tribulation; and-have washed their robes, and made them white in the blood 
of the Lamb. Therefore are they before the throne of God, and serve him 
day and night in his temple: and he that sitteth on the throne shall dwell 
among them. They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any more; neither 
shall the sun light on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb which is in the 
midat of the throne shall feed them, and shall lead them unto living foun- 
mina of water: end God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes” (Rev. vii, 
14-~17). . 

axrived conclusion. as to the results 
of the Atonement in the reward and salvation of those who receive the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ and are faithful to it, we are immediately confronted by a 
very interesting question as to the condition of those who receive not the 
Gospel. Now this question derives immense importance, from the fact that 
great as will bethe multitude of those redeemed through obedience and faith- 


fulness to the Gospel in this life, they sink into numerical insignificance when : 
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compared with the innumerable myriads who do not receive the Gospel, and 
whom it is the fashion of modern Christendom to consider as lost, with a 
depth of terrible meaning to that word which drives many to the hopeless 
creed of infidelity, as a comparatively pleasant alternative: This great 
residue of the human family, who receive not the Gospel, may be divided into 
two classes; those who have the opportunity of receiving it and reject it, ‘and 
those who never have such opportunity in their lives. Here again we will 
seek for light from the Holy Scriptures in preference to the eee An 
opinions of man: 

Peter tells us “For Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the just for the 
unjust, that He might bring us to God, being put to death in the flesh, but 
quickened by the Spirit: By which also He went and preached unto the 
spirits in prison; which sometime where disobedient, when once the long- 
suffering of God waited in the days of Noah, while the ark was a preparing, 
wherein few, that is, eight souls were saved by water” (1 Peter iii, 18-20). 
We learn by this interesting and remarkable statement, that, after the cruci- 
fixion of our Savior, during the time His body lay in the grave, He went and 
preached to the spirits of that generation who rejected the Gospel and the 
means of salvation offered them by Noah, and the object of thus preaching to 
them is clearly set forth in the next chapter: “For for this cause was the Gospel 
preached also to them that are dead, that they might be judged according to 
men in the flesh, but live according to God in the spirit” (1 Peter iv, 6). The 
Gospel then was preached to them for the same reason that it is preached to 
men on the earth, that they might have the opportunity of receiving or 
rejecting it, and therefore be judged “according to men in the flesh.“ Thus 
we learn the falsity of the doctrine, so general in modern Christendom, that 
those who reject the Gospel in this life are for ever lost. The generation that 
lived in the days of Noah were extremely wicked, and they filled the cup of 
their. iniquity by rejecting a servant of God who delivered to them a direct 
message from Him, and who was a preacher of righteousness to them for one 
hundred and twenty years. They were duly punished for their sins by being 
destroyed from the face of the earth by a flood, and by their long dreary 
imprisonment in the spirit world; but yet we see that even this wicked 
generation had another opportunity for salvation given them by the preaching 
of our Savior to them in their spirit prison. What a flood of light this cir- 
cumstance throws upon the dealings of God to man, and the far-reaching 
effects of the Atonement. What significance it gives to the prophecy ‘of 
Isaiah, who, in describing the office of Christ, says “The Spirit of the Lord 
God is upon me; because the Lord hath anointed me to preach good tidings 
unto the meek; He hath sent me to bind up the brokenhearted, to proclaim 
liberty to the captives, and the opening of the prison to them that are bound” 
(Isaiah Ixi, 1). Now we are told, and of course believe, that our Heavenly 
Father is a just and impartial God and no respecter of persons. It follows 
then that all generations of men who have rejected the Gospel in this life 
will, after suffering a season of imprisonment and punishment in the spirit 
world, commensurate to their sin in rejecting the Gospel, be visited by our 
Savior or His servants, and again have an opportunity of receiving the Gospel 
and obtaining salvation through the Atonement of Jesus Christ. This 
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position is strengthened by other Scriptures, which our limited space will 
not permit us to quote, and it is also strengthened by our faith in those 
attributes of mercy and justice which we instinctively associate with the 
character of our Heavenly Father. | 

It being thus proven that the opportunities for salvation are not restricted 
to this life, even to those who have rejected the Gospel in their earthly pro- 
bations, how much more must it be conceded that the generations of the 
children of men who have not had the privilege of living upon the earth in a 
Gospel dispensation, will have the opportunity of hearing and receiving it in 
the spirit world. Strange as such a doctrine may seem to apostate Christen- 
dom, it was well understood by the ancient Christians, for Paul, in speaking 
to them of the resurrection, said: “ Else what shall they do which are bap- 
tized for the dead, if the dead rise not at all? why are they then baptized for 
the dead? (1 Cor. xv, 29). Here we learn that not only do the dead, or in 
other words the spirits of those who are dead, have the Gospel preached to 
them, but those who are living upon the earth can be baptized for them. 
Jesus said “He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved” (Mark xvi, 16). 
Now spirits can believe, but cannot be baptized, for baptism is an ordinance 

ining to the earth, water being essential to its performance. Hence, in 
Paul’s time, as we learn by the passage quoted, this ordinance was performed 
for the dead by the Former-day Saints who were living upon the earth; and 
it is now also performed for the dead by the Latter-day Saints, and the 
Atonement is thus made efficacious for the dead as well as for the living. 
Again we see it is universal in its application to the human family, and the 
saying in relation to Jesus, “ There is none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be saved” (Acts iv, 12), is no longer a mystery, 
but a living, glorious and eternal truth. 

There are a few to whom the salvation of our God, through the Atone- 
ment, cannot come in this world nor the next. These are they who commit 
the unpardonable sin against the Holy Ghost. This is not a pleasant theme 
to dwell upon. Individuals have been known to brood over the gloomy 
picture until their senses have given way and they have committed suicide, 
thinking themselves guilty of the unpardonable sin. Foolish creatures! 
They probably did not even know what it meant. It is the final act of a 
course of infamy, and apostasy from the light and knowledge of the Holy 
Ghost, which as it implies a fearful fall that few men will suffer, so does it 
imply a previous eminence that comparatively few men attain. 

We have barely touched upon the doctrine of the Atonement in its applica- 
tion to the human family, but what we have written may awaken a desire in 
our readers to further investigate a doctrine that so beautifully illustrates 
een of an 2225 so nearly concerns the salvation of man.

On being asked if he had anything 
to say, Apostle Snow addressed the

Your Honor, I wish to address this 


Court kindly, respectfully, and espe- 
cially without giving offense. During 
my trials under three indictment 
the Court has manifested courtesy an 
patience, and I trust your honor has 
still a liberal supply, from which your 
prisoner at the bar indulges the hope 
that further exercise of those hap 
D may be anticipated. In the 
rst place, the Court will please allow 
me to express my thanks and gratitude 
to my learned attorneys for their able 
and zealous efforts in conducting my 
defense. 

In reference to the prosecuting 
attorney, Mr. Bierbower, I pardon him 
for his ungenerous expressions, his 
oer false coloring and seeming 
abuse. The entire lack of evidence in 
the case against me on which to argue, 
made that line of speech the only al- 
ternative in which to display his elo- 
h ; yet, in all his endeavors, he 

ailed to cast more obloquy on me 
than was heaped upon our Savior. 

I stand in the presence of this Court 
a loyal, free-born American citizen; 
now, as ever, a true advocate of jus- 
tice and liberty. The land of the free, 
the home of the brave,” has been the 
pride of my youth and the boast of my

For GIS AND WIvrEs.—A good many husbands are spoiled by mismanagement. 
Some women go about it as if their husbands were bladders, and blow them up. Others 
keep them constantly in hot water; others let them freeze. Some keep them in a stew. 
Others toast them. Some keep them in a pickle all their lives. It cannot be supposed 
that any husband will be tender and good, managed in this way; but they are really 
delicious when properly treated. In selecting your husband you should not be guided 
by the silvery appearance, as in buying mackerel, nor by the golden tint, as if you wanted 
salmon.. Select him yourself. Do not go to market for him, as the best are always 
brought to your door. It is far better to have none unless you will patiently learn how 
to cook him. A preserving-kettle of the finest porcelain is the best; but, if you have 
nothing but an earthenware pan, it will do. See that the linen in which you wrap him is 
nicely washed and mended, with the required number of buttons and strings nicely 
sewed on. Tie him in thekettle with a strong silk comfortable cord; the duty-string is 
likely to give way (husbands are apt to fly out of the kettle and be burned and crusty on 
the edges, since, like crabs and lobsters, you have to cook them alive). Make a clear 
steady fire, and practice neatness and cheerfulness. Set him as near this as seems to 
agree with him. If he sputters and fizzes, do not be anxious; some husbands do this till 
they are quite done. Add a little sugar in the form of what confectioners call kisses, but 
no vinegar or pepper on any account. A little spice improves them; but it must be used 
with judgment. Do not stick any sharp instrument into him to see if he is becoming 
tender. Stir him gently; watch the while, lest he lie too flat and close to the kettle, and 
30 become useless. Lou cannot fail to know when he is done. If thus treated, you will 
find him very digestible, agreeing nieely with you and the children, and he will keep as 
long as you want, unless you become careless and set him in too cold a place. 
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
